The pocketed French and British forces in the Lille zone 
are making their stand in a zone of four hills which dominate 
the plains of Flanders, Mont Cassel, Mont Kemmel, Mont 
Rouge and Mont Noir. 


The Germans sent wave after wave of men against

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ROGERS SAYS 
GREATER WAR 
AID PLANNED 


Government Determined 
To Give More Help To 


Allied Powers 


MONTREAL, May 36 — Hon. 
Norman Rogers, minister of nat- 
fonal defence, sald fast night in 
a banquet address at the Canadian 
Legion's eighth dominion conven- 
tion that “this government in your 
Mame is determined to bring a 
still greater effort of this coun- 
try to the side of the allied powers 
in this war.” 

The defence minister said “an air 
ministry has been created so that 
progress in the training of airmen 
will be speeded up to the greatest 
possible degree.” 


INDUSTRY SPEEDED UP 


“The department of munitions 
and supply had the co-operation of 
industry and labor in the greatest 
effort te speed up production that 
has ever been made. The depart- 
ment of national defence, in ad- 
dition to announcing the organiz- 
ation of a Canadian corps in the 
field and the mobilization of a third 
division, has said that the infantry 
units of a fourth division will be 
called up.” 

There is hardly a man or wo- 
man in Canada “not consumed 
with a burning desire to work, to 
help, and to add to the strength 
that this nation must mobilize— 
and will mobilize—to meet the 
danger” of the present emergency. 

He called the emergency “just as 
urgent and just as fateful as any 
that has ever occurred in our his- 
tory” and added that the strain of 
“being in Canada, of being depend- 
ent on news that seems to be so 
slow in arriving and of apparently 
being unable to be of immediate 
assistance to those who are fighting 
so hard, is.not easy to bear.” 


DUTY IS CLEAR 

“But in spite of that, or perhaps 
I should say, for this very reason, 
the duty of everyone is clear. The 
qualities of unity, determination, 
faith, and steadiness are the quali- 


ties that are called for from us all | 


at this hour.” 

Mr, Rogers, who returned only 
recently from a visit overseas, 
said men of the First Canadian 
Division at Aldershot are bring- 


ing the qualities of “guidance and | 


example” to the task which they 
have to perform. Organization is 
proceeding at once with the Vet- 
erans’ Home Guards and “We in- 
tend to supplement these with 
veterans not attached to non-per- 
manent militia units.”

FORM NEW FRONTS 


“The Belgians on our left were 
holding firm and so were our im- 
mediate, staunch, French neighbors 
on our right. But to keep our life- 
line to’ the sea we had to form 
new fronts, first to the south and 
then to’ the west to face strong 
forces so rapidly encircling us. 

“Strung out on an ever-length- 
ening front and cut off from the 
main armies of France, the B. E. F. 
fought back at every point and de- 
livered one brilliant major coun- 
ter-stroke near Arras. 

“Our resources in armored units 
were inadequate to pierce the ring 
and nothing remained but to hold 

| our ground and prevent an en- 
| emy break through. Movement 
within the B. E. F. ring became 
increasingly difficult with refu- 
gees flocking helplessly on man 
roads, . 
| “At many points the German 
jarmy tried to push home violent 
jattacks but up to the time I left 
our columns had forestalled the 
}encircling enemies. Our men gave 


|as good as they got and hela firm.” 


PRAISES AIR FORCE 

The officer paid tribute to the 
Royal Air Force, adding: 

“Yet the magnitude of its task is 
al] too apparent. The German air 
force intervenes on the actual field 
of battle to a far greater extent than 
our own, but the unseen work per- 
formed by the R.A.F. is none the 
less appreciated by the troops on the 
ground who are fully of unbounded 
admiration for its gallant exploits.” 

He said the B.E.F. has displayed 

a level of leadership, efficiency 
and gallantry rarely equalled in 
the annals of the British army and 
added: 

“There now remains only one 
thing to be done, and I say to you 
all in the name of the B.E.F.: ‘Work 
as you never worked before and sec 
that the new armies which we now 
are raising are more than ade- 
quately equipped so they may con- 
tinue worthily the great work which 
those lads have done and are doing 
for you in France’.”

— The tragic and 
stupefying news of the Belgian 
surrender has been a shock to all 
in France. There is no attempt 
here to minimize the gravity of | 
the new situation. It is acknow!l- 
edged that the menace to Eng- 
land and the channel ports is 
more serious and alarming. 


There is deep anxiety for the al-| 
lied troops in Flanders. How will 
they get out? Will it be possible to 
transport them by sea under the fire | 
of German bombers and through| 
mine fields which perhaps are al-| 
ready laid? 

Those ugly questions leap to one’s 
mind in these grave hours. Friends

The leaders of the Opposition groups 
in parliament were called into conference 
by the Prime Minister and given the “‘in- 
side story” of the war situation as shown 
by official dispatches and as seen by the 
members of the Government. 

The procedure is obviously sensible in 
a time of crisis, when ordinary methods 
of parliamentary practice cannot be fol- 
lowed without giving information to the 
enemy. The Opposition leaders are thus 
put in position to give advice in the light 
of full knowledge of the circumstances, 
and are given the recognition they deserve 
as being equally concerned with the minis- 
ters in the proper prosecution of the na- 
tional effort. 

Such conferences, it may be supposed, 
will be held fairly frequently. They are 
in some respects preferable to secret ses- 
sions of parliament, which have been held 
in recent weeks in both London and Paris. 
In attending them the leaders of the Oppo- 
sition groups do not forfeit their right to 
criticize the policies and administration 
of the Government, with whom the respon- 
sibility must rest. But they are able, and 
under obligation, to make their criticism 
of a constructive nature—which they could 
not do so well if they did not know all the 
facts. 

Ordinarily the public would look with 
misgiving on private confabs between 
members of a government and those whose 
duty it is to subject their policies and 
record to exacting scrutiny. In war-time 
they will concede the practice to be not 
only allowable but highly desirable. 


They Can’t Be Bought 


A Hamilton controller proposes that 
his city purchase a bomber and present it 
to the Government, while the mayor of 
Kitchener suggests that every municipal- 
ity of more than 10,000 population buy a 
tank and give it to the defence depart- 
ment. 

If bombers and tanks were things 
which could be bought, like groceries or 
boots, these proposals would be practic- 
able; though in that case they would not 
be necessary because the Government 
would be buying wholesale. But the trou- 
ble is these things can't be bought. They 
have to be built. Before they can be built 
in numbers, factories have to be built and 
plants installed. 

Placing municipal orders for tanks and 
planes would only cut down the number 
that can be turned out to fill Government 
orders; and shift a considerable item in 
the war cost from the general taxpayers 
to those who happen to reside in the cities. 
This would ease national financing at the 
expense of increasing the troubles of 
municipal finance. But there would not 
be any increase in the number of tanks 
and planes that can be secured for our 
own and the Allied armies—-and that, not 
the diversion of war costs from the na- 
tional to municipal treasuries, is the im- 
portant point. 

The industry and money of the nation 
are being mobilized, and should be mobil- 
ized, under direction and control of the 
national Government for the production 
of these and other kinds of equipment and 
munitions. With the best will in the world, 
municipal councils could not add either to 
the nation’s capacity to produce these 
things or its capacity to pay for them. 


The Enemy Losses 


Berlin admits that its losses have been 
“heavy” in the offensive on the western 
front; but says the price in blood and 
equipment is conpensated by possession of 
the Channel ports and the opportunity 
this gives to “strafe” England. 

Whether this gain is worth the price, 
time will show. What is certain at the 
moment is that the price has been not only 
“heavy,” but tremendous. No figures are 
given to the German people as to how 
many of their sons have been killed and 
maimed in the frantic drive to the sea, as 
to how many of the all-important tanks 
and planes have been destroyed, as to how 
severely the hoarded stores of oi] and 
other essentials have been drawn upon. 

The Fuehrer does not of course take 
his subjects into his confidence on other 
matters of public concern, but on this 
particular subject he would have reason 
to tell them if the losses had not been 
excessive. That would further stinulate 
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their confidence in his wisdom and in the 
ultimate profitableness of his war. In- 
stead, he tells them the losses have been 
“heavy.” The admission is significant be- 
cause it would not be made except as a 
concession to popular clamor and to pre- 
pare the nation for the bad news it must 
hear in cold fact soon or later. 

Naturally, Allied peoples are and have 
been thinking almost exclusively about 
what they have lost and what the enemy 
has won. They should think also about 
‘what the enemy has lost. While exact in- 
formation is lacking, we may be sure the 
“suicide column” that invaded France was 
composed of the pick of the German 
army, equipped with the best weapons 
German factories had produced, and sup- 
plied with oil and other munitions regard- 
less of the future needs. Its loss in men 
has been estimated to be a half a million 
dead, wounded and captured—a not ex- 
travagant guess in the circumstances. 
And the wastage of machines and sup- 
plies must have been on a corresponding 
scale. 


Alberta farms last year produced more 
than $173,000,000 worth of products; an 
average of about $216 per head of the 
population of the province. The average 
for all Canada was $106 per head. 


The National Railways, which had a 
de*cit of $43,000,000 last year, are ex- 
pected to come within $15,000,000 this 
year of breaking even. Increased traffic is 
the explanation, most of it due to war 
conditions. Unless the post-war world goes 
back again to the folly of blocking inter- 
national trade routes, the National system 
has probably seen its worst days. 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics re- 
ports more people now employed in Cana- 
dian industrial establishments than at any 
time since 1929. The sale of war savings 
certificates and stamps should therefore 
proceed with rapidly gathering momen- 
tum all over the Dominion. Aside from 
the patriotic urge, the wage-earner is of- 
fered in these low-priced securities! a 
splendid opportunity to lay aside surplus 
earnings, which will come back to him 
with interest at 3 per cent. 


Leon Trotsky, attacked in his home in 
Mexico city by a band of gunmen, says 
the attack was organized by the Ogpu 
under personal direction of Josef Stalin. 
No one has better insight into Ogpu 
methods than the man who organized the 
force. Still, Trotsky is not the first for- 
eigner to be attacked in Mexico, and the 
other affairs were usually staged by 
Mexican gunmen for reasons of their own. 
And if the perigrtnating exile has been 
acting there as he did in other countries 
which gave him asylum, there are prob- 
ably Mexicans who think killing him 
would be a patriotic act.

Apparent American 
Enigma 


When the historian of the future comes to 
tell the story of this war—its origins, its course, 
its consequences—he will have to explain as 
best he can the part played in the tragedy by the 
three great democracies which at the close of 
the 1914-18 war had the peaceful future of the 
world in their keeping and somehow threw it 
away. 

This story, in all its frightful details, will be 
told with no great delay in time if civilization 
survives the shock of this convulsion. Alter- 
natively it may have to be pieced together ages 
hence in a later civilization by an historian who 
will try to find the facts that will explain how 
it happened that in the Twentieth Century, after 
hundreds of years of civilized life, the Dark 
Ages settled again upon the earth. 

About the part played by two of the three 
great democracies, the record will not be ob- 
scure, It will be a sorry tale of cross-purposes 
between them, of jealousy and contention, of 
blindness and indecision, of opportunities to 
protect world peace ignored; but in the end it 
will say that when civilization was in jeopardy 
they redeemed themselves by valor and sacri- 
fice in defence of the threatened altars. The 
record of the third democracy, joint victor in the 
earlier deadly struggle, is one of almost com- 
plete non-co-operation, with pages still to fill; 
and in those pages, when filled, will be found 
the answer to questions that at the moment may 
be asked in vain. 

The historian of the future, studying the 
course of the United States tawards the war, 
will be confronted with a mystery that it may 
be beyond his powers to understand or unravel. 
He will note that when the war broke out and 
in its early stages, public opinion in the United 
States, as measured by accepted tests, was nearly 
ten to one in favor of the cause for which the 
Allies were fighting, and also by the same tests 
that it was opposed to an almost equal degree, 
to taking any part in the war, Why this amaz- 
ing contradiction between thought and action? 

The reason for the overwheiming moral sup- 
port for the Allies will be as clear to the his- 
torian as it is to contemporary observers. It 
lay in the unchallengeable righteousness of 
their cause, Nothing else could have commanded 
the utmost undivided approval of a people who 
are derived from all the races of Europe. If 
this were a war of rival imperialisms, if it were 
a vulgar struggle of pelf and power, there would 
be profound divergencies of view in the United 
States, But the complete failure of those who 
have sought to disinterest the American people 
in the war on the ground that it is no concern 
of theirs whether Germany over-runs Europe 
or is defeated is conclusive that the American 
people know what the real issues are and have 
passed judgment upon them. 

They agree with Winston Churchill that “the 
British and French peoples have advanced to 
rescue not only Europe but mankind from the 
foulest and most soul-destroying tyranny which 
has ever darkened and stained the pages of his- 
tory.” They accept the summing-up of King 
George of England as words of sober truth: 


“Let mo one be mistaken: it is no mere 
territorial conquest that our enemies are 
seeking. It is the overthrow, complete and 
final, of this empire and of everything for 
which it stands, and after that the conquest 
of the world. And if their will prevails they 
will bring to its accomplishment all the hatred 
and cruelty which they have already dis- 
played. It is not easy for us to believe that 
designs so evil could find a place in the human 
mind, But the time for doubt is long past.” 


Such is the moral judgment on the issues of 
the war of the people of the United States: a 
people, noble in their ideals and wedded to 
democratic institutions, who have a deep hatred 
of cruelty and eppression and a native generosity 
of soul that inclines them instinctively to take 
the right side when great issues arise. 

Why then this overwhelming verdict on the 
justice of the Allied cause and the almost equally 
positive registration of a refusal to do anything 
to insure the success of their cause? Why? 
This is a question that history will ask in search- 
ing tones if this cause goes down to defeat and 
the darkness that is Hitler’s blots out civiliza- 
tion. The answer to this riddle is pretty clear to 
the questioner of today. The American people 
have deemed their attitude of friendliness 
enough, since they have thought, in their simple 
idealism, that right is might and that therefore 
the Allies cen themselves stem the tide of 
primitive savagery that threatens to engulf the 
world, 

Clinging desperately to this belief, so neces- 
Sary to the easing of their consciences, they 
have been able to adorn their attitude with the 
garb of noble, idealistic purposes. They would 
keep their minds clear from the warping in- 
fluences of hate and revenge, unfortunately ine 
separable from taking part in war, in order that 
they may intervene the more effectively in the 
peace negotiations in the interests of justice and 
the future pacification of the world. They would 
Save their money and their credit so that they 
could help the nations ruined by the war to get 
on their feet. There have been many variations 
of, these themes but they all rest upon the un- 
changing assumption: the peace at which they 
were to play this role and which they were to 
benevolently dominate was to be made by the 
victorious Allies with a defeated Germany. In 
the making of such a peace the United States, 
as the most powerful neutral in the world and 
first among the democratic nations, would see 
to it that the mistakes of Versailles, so plain in 
retrospect, would not be repeated. All this has 
been wishful thinking on a scale quite unknown 
in the Allied countries. No serious-minded, 
intelligent person in those countries has been 
able fully to share the cheerful confidence either 
as to the war or the peace which has been the 
foundation for the attitude of the great majority 
of the American people.—Winnipeg Free Press.

In Perspective 


The fate of this titanic struggle hangs still 
in the balance. The thrust of the Germans 
presents a terrible peril to the Allies, but each 
mile that they advance, each division they pour 
into the still flarrow breach they have effected 
make more possible an Allied assault on their 
flanks, both of which grow more exposed and 
more vulnerable with every hour that passes. 
If we remember the sudden onslaught on von 
Kluck’s right wing by General Gallieni’s taxi- 
cab army on the Marne; if we remember the 
sudden revitalizaXon of the six British divisions 
which synchronized with Foch’s counter-attack 
further to the east; and the decisive victory of 
the 1914 campaign that followed, then we can 
envisage our legitimate hopes for the days that 
lie ahead. 

The change in the Allied high command is an 
event which holds good augury for the future. 
Its motive we may be sure was not panic. It 
was rather the proof that Mr. Churchill and M. 
Reynaud share the belief that the proof of a 
general's ability lies in his success. This is the 
acid test which has been applied to General 
Gamelin. He has suffered the consequences of 
his confidence in the strength of his fortified 
lines to withstand the onslaught of a vast 
mechanized army well supplied and well led. 
His political superiors have not hesitated to 
replace him at once, a fact in striking contrast 
to the treatment meted out to Marshal Joffre 
who, having likewise failed in 1914, held his 
post until the winter of 1916-7. 

There is here a salutary lesson not only for 
France but for every Allied country, No pre- 
conceived notions of ability, no peacetime power 
to preach or teach the art of warfare, no hold 
that names may have upon the popular imagina- 
tion is to be allowed to stand in the way of effi- 
cient military direction. We may look for more 
such changes as time goes on, for the categories 
of all past theories for the successful defence of 
the western lands have now gone by the boards, 
and the man who adjusts himself with the great- 
est speed to the new conditions described by Mr. 
Churchill is the man who will direct the military 
de&tinies of our peoples.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


Religion Day By Day

A valuable experiment in colonization is re- 
called by the fact that on May 30, 1832, there 
landed at Quebec the first of what were known 
as the Egremont settlers; a second ship, the Lord 
Melville, arrived on June 2; and a third a little 
later. 

This was probably the best organization and 
the most fruitful of any of the immigration plans 
of the period. The progenitor of the scheme was 
the Earl of Egremont, who decided that the only 
way to solve the over-population in Sussex of 
that day was emigration. Accordingly he or- 
ganized the Petworth committee, so called be- 
cause that was the name of its locale, which set 
about its work in a thoroughly business-like 
manner. His Lordship offered to bear the whole 
of the expense of persons of approved character 
who desired to proceed to Upper Canada. 

Few details were overlooked; sanitation and 
comfort (such as it was in those times) on board 
ship; provision of suitable clothing and imple- 
ments. In all, 767 were selected and crossed the 
Atlantic, They travelled from Montreal to Pres- 
cott in Durham boats, which were drawn 
through the rapids by oxen. At Prescott they 
boarded a steamer for York, where they were 
put on three schooners. Two went to Hamilton; 
these people settled at Galt, Ancaster, Dundas, 
Guelph and vicinity. The third schooner passed 
through fhe Welland canal to Buffalo and then 
To Port Stanley, or Ketle Creek as it then was. 
The destination of these was Adelaide township, 
Middlesex, which they reached by overland 
journey from the Port. So many people went to 
Adelaide that the surveyor-general, probably 
as a joke, suggested that the name should be 
changed to “Giatcher,” after the leader of the 
Egremont people. 

Naturally conditions were hard; they became 
harder when the government stopped supplies 
and the people were dependent upon potatoes 
and Indian corn; but they persevered and ere 
long laid the foundation of a new and intelligent 
section of Ontario.

Thin patients may be divided into 
three groups; first, there are those 
who are thin because they are sick; 
second, there are those who are! 
naturally of a lean and wiry type 
of body build, who have plenty of| 
energy and endurance and should 
forget about gaining; and third, 
there are those who are borderline 
Cases, being neither sick nor yet 
overflowing with vigor. Those in the| 
third group make up the majority | 
of that vast army which is contin- 
ually trying to become a little 
plumper. 

Patients of this third type need 
first of all to gain health. 

Their chief concern should be to 
build up better health—after which 
the weight will tend to normalize 
itself. Normal weight in this group 
is the reward of normal health. It| 
comes of itself once there is an) 
abundance of health. 

The patient usually finding it 
easiest to gain is the one who has) 
noticed a slow loss in both weight 
and vitality, because of poor habits 
of food selection. He may be select- 
ing too many foods from the starchy 
group, he may be neglecting the 
foods providing the vitamin B he 
needs to keep the digestive tract) 
healthy, and he may not be getting 
enough of the calcium-bearing 
foods. 

Lack of calcium apparently con- 
tributes to nervous tension which 
will cause him to burn up too much!

movement, and@ this restlessness will 
then keep him thin. 

He may be selecting too many of 
the sweet foods which satisfy the 
appetite quickly and keep him from 
using enough of the foods giving

Be Formed 


MONTREAL, May 30—A long 
range plan of “assisted public 
works tp be placed in action im- 
mediately at the close of the 
present war” was suggested Wed- 
nesday in a resolution passed by 
the Canadian Legion, which 
urged that the dominion govern- 
ment set up at once a committee 
to consider the problems of re- 
habilitation. 

The Legion, on the third day of 
its four-day eighth dominion con- 
vention, suggested that the long- 
range public works plan “be ready 
even to having the appropriation 
passed so that no delay will ensue.”

CONSIDERABLE IMPORTANCE 

Norwegian officials said the port 
of Narvik will be of considerable 
practical importance to the Allies 
for two main reasons:

FAST U-235 
EXTRACTION 
IS REPORTED 


High-Speed Process For 
Extraction Claimed By 


Swedish Scientist 


NEW YORK, May 30—A dis- 
covery by a Swedish scientist of a 
Process speeding up by 11,000 
times the extraction of “U-235,” 
the new miracle source of atomic 


energy, w&s announced today by 
the New York Times. 


The speed-up process, The Times| Nicholson of Montreal and Col. E. 


said, promised “to make it possible 
to utilize atomic energy as a new 
Source of enormous power for all 
purposes, and may place in the 
hands of the nations at war, Ger- 
many as well as the Allies, the most 
powerful fuel ever to be discover- 
ed.” 

One pound of “U-235," an isotope 
or chemical twin of ordinary uran- 
num, is said by scientists to have the 
power output of 5,000,000 pounds of 
coal or 3,000,000 pounds of gasoline. 

“If the claim of Professor Wil- 
helm Grasny-Ergen of Stockholm 

Proves right, and his standing as a 

scientist is high,” The Times said, 

“his method promises to open the 

way to the extraction of the U-235 

at the rate of one pomnd every 

four days, or in even less time.” 

The substance releases its energy 
—convertible in the form of steam— 
indefinitely when immersed in cool 
water. When the water is removed 
its action stops.

‘Mounted Prussian Officer In Full Regalia 
Dashed Through Alberta To War In 1914 


How a Prussian officer, in 
full uniform, with sword and 
other accoutrements in plain 
sight, made his way from Peace 
River to Seattle in August 1914, 
is told for The Bulletin today 
by Peter Gauvreau, well 
known Peace River citizen and

PEACE RIVER, May 29.—The
